THE DRY DOCK l^^LOPMENTS— 
THE MISSING LINK FOUND.

The dragging to light of the above tele- 
gram is another exemplification of the 
• truth of the old saying that "murder will 
out." Tho country is aware that for sev- 
eral years there has existed a little un- 
pleasantness between tho Dominion and 
Provincial Governments as to tho nature 
of an advance of £50,000 promised to be 
made by the Dominion Government to the 
Province on Dry Dock account. To ox- 
plain tho case thoroughly it is necessary 
to refer to the terms of union. There it 
is stated that the Dominion Government 
agree to guarantee for a period of teu 
yeais interest at tho rate of tivo per cent, 
per annum ou the capital sum ot £100,000, 
said £100,000 to be expended in the con- 
struction at E>quimalt of a Dry Duck. In 
1873, it is claimed by Mr. DeCosmos, the 
Sir John Macdonald Government agreed 
to substitute for the guarantee a money- 
payment of £50,000 as u bonus; but before 
the agieement could bo carried into effect 
that Government went out of office and 
■was succeeded by the Mackenzie Govern 
ment, from whi.ui Mr. DoOosmos says he 
received a promise to carry out the agree 
ment of their predecessor. Acting upoL 
the faith of tbis promi-e (Mr. DeCosmo- 
eays) be went to London an.l secured from 
the Imperial Government a furthir grunt 
of £:S0,000 towards the same object. I'Lo 
following year Mr. Walk, m, alter reject- 
iug a proposition of Mr. Mackenzie to be- 
giu railway work at Esquimau, aho pro- 
ceeded to London and secured a further 
grant of £20,000 towards the aie 
object. Wtii.e in L ndon Mr. Walkeui 
purchased at the top price, if the in 
voices are to be trusted, a large amount 
of rotten c*ment, which, acording to 
Mr. Niiihiii giile, of Nnua'mo, is totally 
until fi/r use; but moio of ihi-> »uou. 
Having made the ai raugi meuts iu Lon- 
don for tue dry d»ck moi-ey, Mr Walk 
»m's next step was to nppiy io Canada for 
a porti'iu of tue £50.000 said to Liuvo beeu 
nr.imiflfid bv Sir John Macdonaul. He 
gift. From that day to this a great deal 
of correBpoudeuoe has passed between the 
two governments on the subject, and Mr. 
Walkem left the matter iu a sad muddle 
when he resigned. The existing Govern- 
ment have endeavored to place the uiattor 
on a ba--is where it would be at least intel 
ligible, but, we are sorry to suy, that in 
consequence of the ab.-ence of the tele- 
gram quoted they have be.eu compelled 
to take for granted the most important 
point connected with the controversy, 
viz , a direct promise from Mr Mackenzie 
to give tho £50,000 to the Province. Tho 
telegram quoted above' supplies the miss- 
ing link, tho hiatus, in the correspond 
ence. It is the one thing that 
was necessary to establish the 
responsibility of the Canadian Government 
to haud over the amount. It bears the 
d.te of "Ottawa, Feb. 6th, 187-1;" and is 
certified to as having been "received at 
Victoria ou F. b. 7th, 1874, at 9 p.m." 
lS'ow it will be observed that thert! is u<< 
qualification possible in the words used: 
"Goverum nt offer to pay 3250, OuO as 
dock work progresses in lieu of guarantee 
provided by Terms of Union." Nothing 
could well be clearer than this dispatch; 
and surely Mr. DeCosmus, who was Pre- 
mier wheu he received it, should have 
hftbteued to placo it before his Govern- 
ment. At any rale it was the property of 
the Government, and he had no mure 
right to letain possession of it until the 
14th day of November, 1877, than he hud 
to alienate Taxbada Island from tho pub 
lie domain. Tho proper custodians of 
that telegram weie the Government Its 
proper repository tho Government build- 
ings. As the House was sitting at the 
time of its receipt, it should have been 
laid beforo th*t body for action; mid its 
appearance with tho rest of tho corres- 
pondence would have settled the dock 
em broglio four yours ago. The motives 
of the men who havo had tho audacity 
and presumption to conceal for nearly 
four yoars a document so important as the 
ode undor discussion can only be conjec- 
tured. Were they endeavoring the while 
to make a bargain with Mr. Mackenzie ? 
Believing they "had him in the door' did 
they threaten to squeeze him should he 
refuso to accede to their demands? It was 
well understood in 1874 that Mr. DoOos- 
mos aspired to a seat iu Mr. Mackenzie's 
cabinet, and a little bird hath often whis- 
pered that Mr. Walkem would havo been 
cont'-nt about that time to accept a seat 
on tho Supreme Com t Bench. Hast' i 
telegram boon held in terrorem over too 
head of Mr. Mackenzie? Was it uso I for 
the purposes of blackmail? Surely ihemo 
tives that would induce the concealment 
of the only document that gave the Prov- 
ince a hold on Canada for the £50,000 as 
a gift could not havo boon good. For 
tune years and a-half the Government 
and tho Province have almost groped iu 
tho durk on the dock question, and now 
it turns out that Mr. Amor DeOosmos, 
with the acquiescence of bis immediate 
successor in office, has all tho while 
been packing about with him con- 
clusive evidence of Canada's obligation — 
evidence that ho had no right to conceal 
and which he would not hmo coi c uled 
except iu fuithi ranee of an unworthy ob- 
ject. We trust th it a i-earchiug etquiry 
will be made bv the House. 



AN ENLIGHTENED POLICY. 

Tho Speech from the Throno, read on 
Thursday before tho House, is a roll x of 
the highminded ai d patiiotio policy of 
the mon who control tho destiny of tuei'ro- 



vinca. Abundant evidence has been af- 
forded that tho iutorests of tho country 
aro safe in the bauds of those men aud we 
are uot surprised to hear from ovary dis- 
trict where constituencies can rise abovo 
petty looal issues and differences, that the 
popular heart boats in sympathy with tho 
Government. There can bo no doubt on 
that head. From Victoria to Cariboo, 
from Cariboo to Kootenay — wore the con- 
stituencies polled to morrow on Provin- 
cial issues— the verdict would be in favor 
of tho retention of oilico by the Elliott 
Government— the Government whose go- 
ahead policy has snatched tho country 
from the verge of ruin and placed every 
citizen possessing ability and industry on 
tho highroad to fortune. Let any one 
contrast the condition of the country now 
witu its coudition two years ago. Then the 
Provincial bonds were iu pawn to tho Bank 
at an illegal rate of interest and for an 
advance of bl% per cent, on their face; 
tlto subsidies wore pledged to Canada for 
a paltry advance; hundreds of working- 
men were knocking at the door of an 
empty treasury for their pay; mining in- 
terests were paralyzed; business was at a 
standstill; the railway was gone; real es- 
tate was almost valueless. What is the 
state of affairs now? Tho six por cent, 
bonds, released from"durimee vile, "sell on 
the Loudon market at 110%; the subsi- 
dies have been taken out of pawn; the 
Government workmen havo been paid to 
the uttermost farthing; mining iuterostn 
are looking up; business is everywhere 
reviving; real estate bus trebled in value; 
tho railway is about to bo commenced, 
aud emigration will soon pour into tho 
Province iu over-increasing volume from 
all parts of tho world. This is no ideal 
sketch. It will bo verified by the first 
man one moots on the street; it is read 
in tho happy faces and cheery tones of a 
contented people; it is seen in tho build- 
ings that spring up with the rapidity of 
castlos raised by the touch of a fairy 
wand; the increased cultivation of lauds, 
and other signs of prosperity that aro 
visible on nil sides. Perhaps in uo res- 
pect has tho policy of the Government 
iieeu more enlightened than in the impar- 
tial manner iu which tho wants of 
the various districts have been met 
When Mr. Elliott lirst took office 
he laid down as a cardinal principle that 
no matter what might be the political hue 
of the representatives tho districts they 
represented should not suffer in conse- 
quence. He is a member at largo for the 
whole Province, not of a section, and as 
such ho has administered the Govern- 
ment with the strictest impartiality, 
dealing out oven handed justice to all 
aliko. Win u Cariboo returned an Op- 
position member it was asset tu I that the 
mining engineer and the proposed grant 
tor a quartz mill would be withdrawn; 
out the Premier und his colh allies have 
too high a conception of their duty to re- 
sort to the petty meanes-< of punishing a 
wnole Province for the sake of apiieing a 
siugle district When ti e Wa kern Gov- 
ernment were in r ffice their " ittle game" 
their avowed purpose — was to " si m h " 
every district that did imt send in a Gov- 
ernment tool to represent it One half of 
Cowicban d strict was punished with bid 
roads because Mr. Sraithe would ..ot 
verraif^tue^er^ 
because Mr. J. P. Booth gave, the Gov- 
ernment a servile support. Sumach dis- 
trict had only Sl'S'J. spent on its roads 
iu 1875 because two Oppositionists 
represented it in tho House, and 
when an influential delegation of far- 
mers waited on Mr Beaven to com 
plain of the bad state of their roads and 
bridges, what did that worthy say to them: 
"How can ijnn expect the Government to keep 
your roads and bridges In repair if you send 
men in to oppose us?" How do these words 
sound in the ears of freemen who, under 
the constitution, are guaranteed freedom 
of speech, thought aud action? They mean 
coercion in its very worst form Mr. J. P. 
Booth, in his recent speech at Nanaimo, is 
reported by the Free Press to have made 
the fol owing extraordinary statement. 
(Be was lauding the Walkem and con 
doming the Eliiutt Government:) 

"If the members treat n. Ministry right 
they will treat them right. The speaker 
here alluded to how Mr. Robson abused 
the party in power, calling th'-m thieves, 
etc., and how Nanaimo was neglected." 

Now, then, what does this too-willing 
witness show? That in order to get justice 
from Mr. Walkem for a member's district 
he must "treat the Mini-try right"— that 
is, Mipp rl it. Mr. Robson "abused tho 
party in power • ■ ■ aud Nanaimo was 
neglecud" in consequence. Look ut tho 
• fleet, of that policy If crealuics such 
as comprised a majority of the lost Bouse 
were in every House, thero would bo no 
Opposition and a Government could hold 
power forever. Without an Opposi- 
tion, vigi'autand aggressive, constitutional 
Government could not be worked out 
and a Liberal government would soon 
become a despotism. Yet we havo Mr. 
Booth advising on tho one hand members 
to treat tho Government right, lest their 
districts should be "neglected" as Na- 
naimo was by Mr. Walkem's Govern- 
ment, and on the other advis- 
ing a vigorous opposition to the 
present Government. Wo think that 
the Opposition will not thank Mr. Booth 
for tho peep he has given tho public 
into tho way in which tho Walkem Gov- 
ernment managed constituencies in their 
day of powor. Let all good citizens and 
independent mon rejoice and bo glad 
that better men now occupy tho Treasury 
benches, men who show by tbeir work's 
Unit thoy can ri-e superior to petty soc- 
tionul differenopB and party or 
personal prejudices ;n discharging 
grave public duties. Tho Walkem Gov- 
ernment policy is the policy of tho wretch- 
ed past, a policy over which we would 
gladly draw the veil of oh ivion. Tho 
Elliott Government policy is (ho policy 
of tho present and the future. Iu the 
programme the Miniftry havo announced 
in tho Speech thoy aro sustained by tho 
independent representatives of a grateful 
people. Should any man entort an a dif- 
ferent opinion as to the strength of tho 
Ministry he will bo undeceived by the 
result of !he very lirst division on tho ad- 
dress next week.

Every week thoy continue to 
servo up the familiar hodge-podge of irre- 
ligious advertising. They ruthlessly mix 
opium and optimism, nermona and sozo- 
dont, piety and pills. Cosmetics occupy 
a prominent place, hair dye finds clerical 
rcommendation, and corsets come in for 
illustrated puffs. Even pistols with 100 
cartridges aro offered for sale— possibly 
as the modern method of loving our 
enemios. It is not an unusual thing for 
a religious newspaper to advertise swindl- 
ing lotteries, and one paper uhcs the por- 
trait of St. Anteaius with a halo around 
his head as a liniment sign, — Few York- 
Sun. 

Constitutional Safeguards. — General 
McCbdlaii, now Governor of Now Jersey, 
thus referred in his inaugural to the last 
Presidential election: "Tho country can- 
not afford the repetition of such scones, 
nor is it probable that thoy would again 
he quietly submitted to. *Tug Stato of 
Mew Jersey, in common with each one of 
hor sister States, has the right, as it is 
her duty, to urge through fhoso w ho re- 
present hor in the national councils, that 
this gravo aud far-reaching question shall 
r«coive at the hands of Congress such a 
wise, deliberate and searching examina- 
tion as shall lead to the enactment of laws 
fully ooverii cases not clearly foreseen 
when tho ci nstitution was adopted. Those 
laws shall furnish a guarantee in tho fu- 
ture that tho voice of the majority shall 
be respected, and that tho vital question 
of tho choice of tho chief executive of the 
nation shall be placed beyond the reach 
of chicanery and fraud. These laws 
should also be such that none may doubt 
the fairness of the result reached, and tho 
Buggosttou of a necessity to take up arms 
in defence of tho ballot-box and tho ex- 
pression of tho people's will become im- 
possible."

I would like also to know tho 
uature of tho rock the veins run in, aud 
whether tho formation is tilted or lies 
flat, in faot any information you sond me 
will be thankfully received. 

I am of tho opinion that a good field is 
opening up in that country, aud there 
may be a ohanco for us all if wo look out 
in timo.

hero since it is likely no active meas- 
ures are being taken in regard to it. 
Bieng a settler on tho Island I- trust a 
few words fronl'uie on tho subject will 
not seem out of place, hoping you will 
find room for thorn in your crowded 
columns. If anything is being done 
concerning it what I am going to say 
can do no harm ; if not, my observa- 
tions may have some influence in draw- 
ing tho attention of those who ought 
to be interested most iu such an un- 
dertaking — I mean those who own land 
on tho Island, but who are neither oc- 
cupying nor i nproving it 

I have boon informed that a survey 
of the Island was made several yours 
ago at tho expense of the Government 
with a view to dyking it, and that tho 
engineer returned a report iu favor of 
such an undertaking; but owing to a 
change of ministry or somo such cutiso 
the matter was dropped — that accord- 
ing to tho plan proposed the whole of 
tho Island, except a portion two or 
three thousand acres in extent, at tho 
upper end or point towards the city of 
Now Westminster, was to bo enclosed. 
This, taken from the whole area of the 
Island, would leave about 2(1, 001) acres 
Within the dyke. Now, as I think it 
8afo to take lor granted that tho Island 
pan be dyked and that dyking it would 
fbe a practicable undertaking, so far 
practicable that it would not lay too 
heavy a tax on tho land enclosed, let 
us look at tho present condition of the 
Island, or oven what it is likely to bo 
without somr general system of dyking 
being carried out, and compare it with 
what it would be if properly secured 
from overflow. 

There are at present only eleven 
households on tho Island, containing 
not three times that many souls. 
-Somo of the older settlers on the North 
Arm have made considerable improve- 
ment in tho way of dyking, but none 
havo got all their land secured. The 
settlers on this (South Arm) side hav- 
ing all come in within the last four 
years and being mostly men with littlo 
or no capital, have not got a great deal 
done yet; but as all tho settlors on tho 
Island arc on land well situated for in- 
dividual effort to succeed, there is not 
the least doubt I hey will yet make 
good farms. And perhaps as many 
more places could bo found on tho 
Island whore individuals with a reason- 
able amount of outlay could succeed 
in making homes; but 1 am sorry to 
say that thero is not much likelihood of 
oven this number being added to tho 
fow already on it, owing to most of the 
other favorable locations being owned 
by parties who havo other and pleas- 
antor ways of making a living than re- 
claiming land on Lulu Island. So 
taking everything into consideration it 
is safe to conclude that the pi ogress 
of those already on tho Island will be 
slow, and slower still will be the in- 
crease in the number of settlors unless 
somo general system of dyking bo 
carried out. 

Now, let us look at what the condi 
tion of the Island would likely be if it 
were secured from water. Taking tho 
above figures which, 1 think, arc ap- 
proximately correct, viz: 20,000 acres, 
to be within the dyke and allowing 10,- 
which I think is a big allowance, (and 
000 acres to consistof cranberry swamp, 
whether this could be used for the 
purpose of growing cranberries is for 
those versed in such matters to say) it 
would leave 10,000 acres for ordinary 
fanning purposes. This would afford 
homes for ono hundred families and 
probably support in a direct way 750 
or 1.000 souls to augment the popula - 
tion ef tho Province. And it is my be- 
lief that within live years after tho laud 
was dried it would produce half-a- 
million dollars' worth annually, and 
perhaps in ten years would reach 
double that amount. It is a shame to 
seo such land lying idle when tho coun- 
try is importing food material that 
might be produced upon it. 

believing that thin island, and not 
only this but all the alluvial 
land around the mouth of the 
Fraser, will yet be dyked under some 
general systoni, I will givo my reasons 
for advocating its immediate com- 
mencement. I havo already hinted 
what an advantage it would bo to tho 
Province generally, and now that thero 
is every prospect of a great stride 
being made in tho develop emu t of 



tho mineral resources of tho country it 
seams to mo an imperative necessity 
that something should bo done to 
promote other industries and agricul- 
ture in particular, so that a part of tho 
products of its precious motala may bo 
retained in tho country. However 
great the prosperity of this or any other 
country may bo while its gold aud 
silver mines hold out it is only the 
development of its other resources that 
can render its prosperity permanent, 
and tho measure of tho benefit derived 
from tho production of its gold and 
silver must be tho advancement made 
towards tho permanent prosperity of 
tho country in consequence of their 
being produced. With tho prospeo 
of the railway being commenced in a 
a short time staring us in tho face it 
surely docs not require being pointed 
out to any ono, how necessary it is 
that something should bo done imme- 
diately to increase tho production of 
food material of which at least we can 
only hope to supply a fractional part 
of what will be required. 

Viewing tho case in regard to tho 
interests of the individuals connected 
therewith the groat reason why the 
dyking of this Island should bo com- 
menced at onco is that as tho sottlera 
aro building dykes to secure their own 
land as fast as their means aud cir- 
cumstances will permit they may in a 
few years become quite indifferent to 
or oven oppose such a scheme being 
carried out and would demand, anil 
reasonably too, compensation for their 
outlay in such improvement before 
submitting to the payment of an equal 
share towards such a work. Aud it is 
likely in five or six years from now, 
should a general system of dyking bo 
postponed that long, such compensa- 
tion would amount to one-third or 
more of what the actual work would 
cost ami consequently raise tho tax on 
each acre proportionately. 

There are two other points particu- 
larly for tho consideration of those 
not occupying their laud: First, that 
according to existing laws actual set- 
tlors after forming fence districts can 
compel parties owning laud adjoining 
them to put up or pay for putting up 
half of the division fence, and thero is 
every likelihood that this will soon bo 
taken advantage of on tho Island. 
Second, that the spirit of tho times be- 
ing opposed to land being held on 
speculation of which, I think, they 
havo had tangible proof already in the 
shape of wild laud tax; also, with a 
fast increasing immigration all the 
available land will soon be appropri- 
ated by actual settlers, and in propor- 
tion as it becomes scarce will the cry 
bo raised against such a principle aud it is 
likely tho legislature will from time to 
time impose a heifvior tax on land thus 
held. These circumstances, takon in 
connection with the fact that this tide 
laud is practically valueless until dyk- 
ed, aud as tho greater part of it is not 
likely to change hands vory readily 
aud must necessarily provo a dead 
weight to its owners until a general 
system of dyking aud draining be car- 
ried out, are enough to rouse the ab- 
sentee owners to take an intoiost in 
tho matter. 

It is hardly necossary to point out 
how it would change matters in their 
favor if it were dykod. Any land then fit 
for farming purposes could either bo sold 
or, what perhaps would be better for tho 
ownor, leased for a term of four or five 
years for a rent sufficient at loast to cover 
all expensos and after that timo 1 think 
would provo very valuable property. 
This, it seems to me, is a fair view of the 
caHO so far as the absentee owners aro oon- 
oomed. With us (the actual settlers) 
matters stands a little different. As I 
havo Baid before wo aro all on places well 
situated for individual efforts to succeed, 
and although our progress is likely to be 
slow there are nouoof us who havo the h-a*t 
doubt of success. Wo can get along 
very woll if left to our own exertions, ami 
though our gaiu may uot be quite so im 
mediate it is equally certain. Beehles 
there aro soma of us havo privileges which 
we should be loth to give up, but which 
wo must lose if ever the Island bo dyked. 
Nevertheless the genera! impression iB 
that it would bo a groat advantage aud 
the general duxire is to s-ee it dyked. The 
greatest inducement we havo to favor such 
an undertaking is that it would bring in 
sufficient population to enable uh to havo 
many of the benefits and pleasures of civi- 
lization which we cannot hope to enjoy 
without a largo audition to our present 
members. 

And now the questions are, what can 
bo dime ? aud who is to do it '! If Gov 
eminent would undertake the work it 
would bo the morsl satisfactory way to the 
settlers But if Government cannot or 
will not undertake it why could not a pri- 
vate company be formed for the purpose? 
1 think the resid nts of Victoria who own 
land on this Island, if they deiiro to see it 
dyked, ought to come to somu conclusion 
among themselves as to the best plan and 
communicate with tho settlers in regard 
to it. Now is tho lime when, au I think. a 
majority of the latter would act in concert 
with them. 

All that the Bottlers are likely to do is 
to accept oi rejeel any propositions that 
ni'iy be made' to them. For, as one of my 
neighbors when I asked him what he 
thought would bo the best eour»o to per- 
sue, said; "What do I know about it? Let 
some one else do the planning; enough if 
I help to do the paying." So would be 
the general answer. Wo don't know, and 
nobody seems to go to any troublo to find 
out, 1 suppoite because everyone thinks 
he can "paddle his own canee." 1 may add 
by way of explanation that had it not been 
for the rumor mentioned at tho beginning 
of these remarks they would never have 
been written by this Lulu Islander. 



Dominion Mail. 



(Per atosuior North PaclHo.) 
Ottawa, dan. 20.— About half-past 
1".. ; /clock to-day snioko was discovered 
issuing from a room in tbo basement 
of tho House of Commons wing of the 
Parliament buildings, where tbo char- 
women aro accustomed to do their 
work. The chief messengers gave tho 
alarm, and tho hose attached to tho 
water system of tho building was quick- 



ly applied and a stream of water poured 
into tbo flames, which were soon 
quenched. In a few miuutos all trace 
of lire was destroyed, On an examin- 
ation boing made of the room.it was 
found that the tiro had dono but little 
damage, except destroying a wooden 
partition and partly burning tho cup- 
boards and door. Tho ceiling and 
floors being of concreto and tho walls 
of solid masonry, it would have been 
impossible for tho tiro to have spread 
beyond the room. Tho cause of the 
tire iB unknown. Ay thero was no 
means by which access could have been 
obtained from the outside, some com- 
bustion may have been left thero un- 
known to tho ofKeors of tho House. 
The city fire brigade was soon ou the 
ground, but the appliances of the 
building and the promptness of the 
servants of the House rendered activo 
assistance almost unnecessary. Tho 
damage dono is estimated by the Chief 
Architect at abou t $1000. One day- 
will suffice to repair it. Tho Premier 
was early at the sceno, and directed 
tho removal of tho llooring above, 
where it was found that a defective wall 
made passage for tho lire, which by 
this foresight was prevented from 
spreading further. 

St. John, N. L\, Jan. 21.— In Au- 
gust last a Monctou tavern-keeper 
named Timothy McCarthy left homo 
to go to Prince Edward Island via 
Shcdiae. He had a considerable sum 
of money in his possession . He was 
soon iu Shediac, in a house kept by a 
family named Osborne, on tho night 
ho left home, but there all trace of him 
was lost. Search has been made for 
him in all directions, but without suc- 
cess. A French girl named Pelletier, 
who was hired in tho Osborne house, 
has now mado a statement accusing 
the Osbornesof murdering McCarthy. 
Sho says that McCarthy was first stupi- 
lieil with a powder given him by Mrs. 
Osborno in agLss of liquor, and that 
Harry Osborno then struck him on the 
head with au axe, killing him. Pelle- 
tier assisted in putting a stone attach- 
ed to a stone around his neck, and 
Harry then drove oil' and throw him in 
the Scadouc river. Tho Osbornes have 
been arrested. 

Lati r. — Great oxcitemont prevails in 
Monctou over tho' McCarthy case. The 
partios arrested for the murder are John 
Osborno, his wife, daughter, and son. The 
preliminary examination of tho accused 
commeuciid to day before Justice Wort- 
nam, in Dunlop's Hull, tho court-room 
being too small for the crowds that gather- 
ed. Tho girl Pelletier, or Parker, upon 
whose confession the prisoners were ar- 
rasted, swore she took part in tho proceed- 
ings herself. Sho saw Mrs. Osbornt put 
a drug in McCarthy's liquor. He imme- 
diately sank back when Harry Osborno 
struck him twice with a hatchet. They 
then carried him to the wagon, Mrs. Os- 
borno aud her daughter Eliza taking him 
by tli a shoulders, whilo Harry, hor son, 
took him by tho legs. Harry Osborno 
then drove away with tho body, and when 
he came back he told his mother lie put 
tho body in tho Scadouc river, a mile 
above the bridge. They attached a largo 
stone to his neck. Tho witness was order- 
ed into custody ou her owu evidence for 
complicity in the murder upon applica- 
cation of tho Osbornes' counsel. 

English Mad.

.Mr. Dyke, the Canadian Government 
agent at Liverpool, reports that all tho 
exports of live stock from Canadian ports 
during the year 1877 were as follows:— 7,- 
412 cattle (including G5 pedigree short- 
horns) , 6.825 sheep, 373 pigs, aud 298 
horses, showing an increase over last 
year's importations of -1,015 cattle and I,- 
218 sheep. Large numbers of Canadian 
cattle, sheep, and especially horses, havo 
boon brought pin New York, Boston, and 
other American ports in consequence of 
other Canadian lines of steamers being 
unable to meet the demands of this rapidly 
growing trade. The Dominion steamer 
Ontario arrived in the Mersey, bringing 
128 head of Canadian live cattle, 237 hog^, 
213 sheop, 35 cases of poultry, 305 barrels 
of apples, 135 boxes uf pears, and a very 
large cargo of gram and general farm 
produce. 

Tho Bishop of Manchester, who was 
one of the British Commission who came 
over to America twelve years ago to exam- 
ine the schools, has lately given it as his 
opiuion 1 but the American elementary 
schools attempt to teach too much. Every 
kuowable and teachable thing under tho 
sun was crowded [into thoir curriculum, 
ho said, and tho result was, that there 
wa« no solid instruction, and as au instru- 
ment of mental discipline, that farrago of 
multifarious learning was a great delu- 
sion, and a prodigious snare. To learn a 
fow things well and thoroughly was, he 
was quite sure, the right method of dis- 
ciplining the mind. 

Efforts are being made with increasing 
vigour to relief the distress whicll oxiats 
amongst tho iron -workers and colliers and 
handicraftsmen of South Stallbrdshiro, 
who are thrown out of work by reason of 
the depression in trade. The public fund 
in Wolverhampton now amounts to some 
£300, and it is growing. A distribution 
iu connection with tho movement took 
place in the Borough Town Hull Build- 
ings, under tho supervision of the mayor. 
The relief was given in tho form of oat- 
meal aud bread, and was most thankfully 
roeeivod. A largo proportion of tho re- 
cipients were Irish. At Bilston tho dis- 
tress, amongst tho colliers mainly, has 
necessitated the holding of a meeting at 
which it has been determined to distribute 
in reliof a fund of nearly £200. Many 
soup kitchens are established in various 
parts of the district, and 220 of the nailers 
around Sedgley have just received soup 
simultaneously, provided by tho leading 
magistrate thereabouts. It is somewhat 
singular, in connection with tho prevail 
ing want, that on tho Saturday boforo 



Christmas more money was drawn from 
one of the ohiof banks in Wolverhampton 
for tho payment of wages than on any 
provious Saturday during somo thirty 
yoars. 

Tho London correspondent of tho' New 
York Times writes:— It is generally be- 
lieved that tho end will be war with Rus- 
sia, and that England will not be to blame 
for tho catastrophe. At the same time it 
is felt if thero is a chauco of anything 
liko a satisfactory settlement between 
Russia and Turkey England will place no 
obstacle in tho way. Tho nation "is satis- 
fied with the Government's action. The 
people are rather proud of even this small 
show of courage, for they aro getting iri- 
tated at tho criticism of anti-Euglish pa- 
pers on jthe continent, which questions 
th8 power and piuok of modern Britons. 
Russia knows bettor than to underrate the 
obstinate courage of hor Anglo-Saxon 
rival, even with Bismarck to aid and abet 
hor. It is said by those who do not love 
tho Gorman Chancellor that tho very 
height of his hopes is to embroil Russia 
and England, seeing in such a confliot au 
end of Russia as au active European pow- 
er for tho next fifty years, and possibly an 
opportunity to bring about his ambitious 
designs on Holland and Belgium. 

Walks To Keep Weeds Under On. 

Weeds ou walks may be kept under by 
watering the gravel with tho following so- 
lution: Dissolvo 2lbs. of bluo vitriol in an 
old pan, and thon diluto it with five or Bix 
gallons of water.
